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o) SMC did not have documentation that arrangements with local fire, police and 
emergency responders was attempted or declined.  

 
40 CFR §262.256(b) states, “The large quantity generator shall maintain records 
documenting the arrangements with the local fire department as well as any other 
organization necessary to respond to an emergency. This documentation must include 
documentation in the operating record that either confirms such arrangements actively exist 
or, in cases where no arrangements exist, confirms that attempts to make such arrangements 
were made.” 
 

6. On December 27, 2018, the Department issued NOV No. 2018-12-PRO-601 to BSMHP 
citing them for the violations observed by DEQ staff during the November 16, 2018 CEI. 
 

7. On February 19, 2019 the Department met with BSMHP to discuss the violations cited in 
the December 27, 2018, NOV.  The only item that was not corrected is the completion of 
the most recent Biennial Report and documentation on making the contingency plan 
available to emergency responders. 
 

8. Based on the results of the November 16, 2018 inspection, the February 19, 2019 meeting, 
and subsequent documentation submitted by BSMHP, the Board concludes that BSMHP 
has violated 40 CFR §262.13(b)(1), 9 VAC 20-60-315.D, 40 CFR §262.40(b), 40 CFR 
§262.41(a), 40 CFR §262.42(a)(2), 40 CFR §262.20(a)(1). 40 CFR §262.15(a)(4), 40 CFR 
§262.15(a)(5)(ii), 40 CFR §262.17(a)(5)(i)(B), 40 CFR §273.13(d)(1), 40 CFR §273.14(e), 
40 CFR §273.14(a), 40 CFR §262.262(a), 40 CFR §262.263(d), 40 CFR §262.256(b) as 
described in paragraph C(5) above. 

 
9. BSMHP has submitted documentation that after Department review verifies that the 

violations described above have been corrected.  
 
 
SECTION D:  Agreement and Order 
 
Accordingly, by virtue of the authority granted it in Va. Code § 10.1-1455, the Board orders 
BSMHP, and BSMHP agrees to pay a civil charge of $29,500 within 30 days of the effective date 
of the Order in settlement of the violations cited in this Order.
